Sor Capanna is one of many im­

m ushroom s— or perhaps one should 
say flowers after a rain. They sing, 
most of them, songs of love, fare­ 
wells of soldiers departing to the 
war, admonishing their sweethearts 
to he brave and true during their a b ­ 
sence. Many of them sing the compo­ 
sitions of Sor Capanna, peer of im- 
prcvisatores, 
but the 
majority of 
them improvise. All improvise the 
music so that the words you hear 
sung under your window i t night 
may he th* same you heard the m orn­ 
ing in the piazza, but the music is 
altogether different. 
Sometimes a group of improvtoa- 
tores. with harp and violin and a 
singer, recount the sorrows and the 
yearnings of the departing soldiers. 
But Rome stops to listen, The ser­ 
vant girl brushing a tear from her 
eye surreptitiously buys a copy of 
the touching 
ballad 
for a penny. 
Others crowd forward to listen to 
the words. 
From 
morning 
until 
night you may run 
across 
them, 
these singers in the squares, beside 
the Spanish «teps, near the churches. 
Some of the improvisatores 
s tr u m ­ 
ming their plaintive tunes on the 
guitars use ballads of other days 
brought up to date. And if the im ­ 
provisators collect a couple of lire 
from one concert and sale of libret­ 
tos they are more than satisfied. 
One of the songs heard moat fre­ 


quently in Rome has a highly E u ­ 
genic flavor— even in its dialect.

“ Quando rivie ii mio amore me lo 
piglio.'* 
Which is to say: 
“ Those refused ny Victor Eman- 
nuel I do not want; 
“ When my love returns from the 
war I will m arry him.”

improvisators and populace are “ Ad­ 
dio, mia bella, 
addio,” which 
u n ­ 
poetically 
translated 
from 
poetic 
Italian ballads of the people to “ Good 
by, my love, good by. The arm y is 
departing and if I did not depart I 
would be a villian. But I am not 
leaving you alone. I leave you a little 
son who will console you, the son of 
our first love.” 
So that Italy 
to com m emorating 
its war-babies in ballad form. 
Another ballad which brings tears 
to the eyes of the girls left behind 
is “ Ti saluto, amorosa mia.” 
” 1 salute you my love, I am going 
away, but I will return. When I re ­ 
turn T will bring you a flower. Long 
live love, When I return I bring you 
a flower. Long live lwve and he who 
knows how to love.” 
It is needless to say that this song 
is one of the hits of the day, and al­ 
ways get? many a damp eye from 
the listening throng. 
And there are many others quite 
too tragic and love laden to degrade 
through inferior translation. As for 
the improvisators, they reap their 
small harvest off the loves and sor­ 
rows of soldiers’ sweethearts.
